Rabies Outbreak Feared In Elba 


After Rabid Coon Killed Near Airport 


Dr. Phillip H. Hamm, a 
local veterinarian, reported 
this week that tests have re- 
vealed that a racoon killed last 
week at the home of Mr. Ho- 
ward Bohannon was infected 
with rabies. 

Dr. Hamm sent the remains 
of the animal to the State De- 
partment of Public Health in 
Montgomery, and released the 
results of the tests this week. 

There were two reports 
of racoons attacking pets last 
Wednesday night, but only one 
racoon was killed. 

Mrs. Ann Whitman, wholives 


on the Opp Highway, reported 
her three-month old Bulldog 
puppy was attacked by a racoon 
on the patio of her home. Mrs. 
Whitman beat the racoon off 
the dog, and reported the coon 
ran into the woods. 

Mr. Howard Bohannon, who 
lives on the Airport Road, re- 
ported his dog and cats had 
been noisy all night, andwhen 
Mrs. Bohannon went outside 
the following morning a ra- 
coon ran toward her, Mrs. 
Bohannon ran into her home 
and telephoned a neighbor, who 
killed the animal. 


When the results of thy 
tests came back, Mrs. Whi! 
man's dog was pul to sleep 


while all of Mr Hohannons 
pets were penned up The ani- 
mals must remain caged for 
six months, the incubation pe- 
riod for rabies. 

In an interview with THE 
ELBA CLIPPER, Dr Hamm 
stated, ‘‘All dogs in the area 
that haven't been vaccianted 
should be brought in im- 
mediately. People who own 
pets that have recently been 
vaccinated should bring them in 


tor a booster shot 


Ur. Hamm added that there 


are probably many ‘rabid’ ra- 
coons in the area, and urged 
iocal residents to check their 
dogs and other pets for signs 
of a recent fight 

“T suspect that in two or 
three weeks, there will be re- 
ports of rabid dogs in the a- 
rea,’ said Hamm 
tice any change in your pet, 
you should take it to your vet 
as soon as possible ' 

Dr. Hamm urges all pet 
owners to have their pets vac- 
cinated ‘as soon as possible!

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Get The Facts

In last week's article, pre- 
occupation with drinking was 
discussed as an early warning 
signal of alcoholism. Follow- 
ing is a list of seven other 
early symptoms of alcoholic- 
type drinking that should be 
looked for in the suspected al- 
coholic. The list is taken from 
an article by Dr. Richard Heil- 
man, called ‘‘Early Recogni- 
tion of Alcoholism.” 

Dr. Heilman emphasizes that 
the presence of as many as 
four of these symptoms re- 
veals a drinking pattern that 
is not predominantly social 
drinking. He also emphasizes 
that there are other early warn- 
ing signals but that these listed 
form a pattern of drinking that 
is characteristic of all alcohol- 
ics. 

1. Increased Tolerance. It 
has been substantiated by re- 
search that the young alcohol- 
ic is able to drink consider- 
ably more than a social drink- 
er and remain remarkable ef- 
ficient mentally and physical- 
ly. . Most alcohol dependent 
persons interpret this ability 
as a sign of special health of 
some kind. Needless to say, 
nothing could be further from 
the truth. 

2.  Gulping Drinks. The 
alcohol dependent person usual- 
ly orders a double martini, 
a double Manhattan, a double 
shot, etc., because his pri- 
mary intention in drinking is 
usually to ‘‘get high.’’ Getting 
high is the goal of any alco- 
holic and is the first exper- 
ience that he becomes ‘‘hook- 
ed on.”’ 

3. Drinking Alone. So- 
ciability is not the import- 
ant factor in the alcoholic’s 
drinking. He will drink at 
home when no one else is drink - 
ing. He will stop in a bar 
and drink by himself under 
the guise of social drinking 
because there are other peo- 
ple around. 

4. Use asa Medicine. On- 
ce the alcoholic recognizes the 
exceptionally rewarding effects 
of alcohol, he often thinks of 
it as a kind of cure-all. He 
will use it as a tranquilizer 
for tension or anxiety or some- 
times as a nightcap to help 
him get to sleep. It is often 
times his first thought when 
he is suffering disagreeable 
physical symptoms for what- 
ever cause. In other words, 
he drinks ‘‘to calm his ner- 
ves’’ or ‘‘because he’s de- 
pressed.”’ 

5. Blackout. Sometimes 
the morning after drinking the 
alcoholic has difficulty recall- 
ing some of the events of the 
previous evening. He may wake 
up and not be able to recall 
how or when he got home or 
he may not be able to recall 
clearly some of the later events 
of the previous evening. 

6. Protecting the Supply. 
Sometimes the alcoholic feels 
more comfortable if he knows 
that alcohol is available in the 
event he may need a drink for 


a ‘‘pick-me-up’’ or ‘‘calmer.”’ 


This preoccupation with having 
a sufficient supply leads in many 
cases to hiding liquor. 

7. Nonpremeditated Use. 
The alcoholic often drinks more 
than he planned or knows he 
should drink or simply starts 
drinking without even thinking 
about it. His drinking is of- 
ten different from what he would 
like it to be; at times he drinks 
until he’s dead drunk; at times 
he neglects to eat; at times he 
neglects his family. Anyone 
who responds positively to the 
question, ‘‘Is your drinking e- 
ver different from what you 
would like it to be?’’ is most 
probably alcoholic. 

Dr. Heilman goes on to say 
that if a person has four or 
more of the eight symptoms he 
listed (including preoccupation 
with drinking discussed last 
week), there is no question 
that he is alcoholic, because 
they reflect a predominantly 
nonsocial use of alcohol, the 
gim of which is to ‘‘get high’’ 
Once a person has a: drinking 
pattern as listed above, he will 
not be able successfully to al- 
ter or change the pattern, no 
matter how or what he tries. 
His ont recourse is total ab- 
stinence, for if he continues 
to drink, the consequences he 
will encounter physically, psy- 
chologically, socially, mari- 
tally, economically, vocational- 
ly are clearly predictable and 
nsnally disastrous.

SOMETHING NOBODY 
CAN TAKE AWAY 

Uncle Jeff and his wife, 
Betty, had lived in their small 
stucco home for a long time. 
When I was a child, it seemed 
they had been there forever. 

An invalid, Uncle Jeff had 
long retired and seemed con- 
tent to live the remainder of 
his life simply relaxing. He 
had some type of respiratory 
illness for which he smoked 
an odd-smelling tobacco con- 
taining elements reportedly 
helpful for his condition. 

Betty was an avid home gar- 


dener whose ‘‘greenthumb’’ pro- 


duced an abundance of flowers, 
herbs and vegetables. Her 
flower garden was a showcase 
for the community and without 
fail each spring brought an ab- 
undance of multi-colored plants 
which everyone admired. 

At the time, I thought she 
was just being cranky when 
she chased the neighborhood 
kids away from her small gar 
den. The beautiful flowers 
bordered a vegetable garden 
which alvers seemed to pro- 
duce enough food for several 
families. 

When winter came, the gar- 
den was plowed and left to wea- 
ther the rain, frost and snow 
of the season. It was during 
those cold winter months that 
anyone rarely saw the couple. 
They spent many hours out- 
side when it was warm, but 
the chilling winds of the cold 
months chased them inside. 

An old pot-bellied stove 
occupied a prominent place in 
the small living room and was 
sufficient enough to heat all 
the rooms. 

Since Uncle Jeff had trou- 
ble breathing, winter weather 
made it hard on him. He 
talked slowly but he seemed 
to know a lot. He said once, 
‘Thank the good Lord, young 
man, that you are young and 
healthy. Old age and illness 
touch many of us, so enjoy 
your youth.”’ 

His words meant little to 
me then. I! had rarely been 
sick and youth seemed to pre- 
sent more problems than he 
realized. 


I often sat with him in the 
glowing warmth of the stove 
which he watched closely. 
Often, during our conversa- 
tions, he opened the door to 
the stove and stirred the em- 
bers. When the fire burned 
low, he put a lump of coal on 
it and the crackling sound it 
made was pleasant to hear. 

“How are you doing in 
school?’’ Uncle Jeff asked fre- 
quently. He waited patiently 
while I told him what we were 
studying. 

Although he had attended 
school for a short time, he had 
learned much from life. Those 
long winter months gave him 
the chance to catch up on some 
of the magazines and news- 
papers he received. 

Of all the things he said, 
one statement I never forgot 
was: ‘‘Get all the education 
you can, son. That’s some- 
thing nobody can take away 
from you.’’

December is undoubtably the 
busiest month of the year for 
most people. Not only do we 
have the normal daily tasks to 
perform, but there are the ex- 
tra tasks of Christmas shopp- 
ing, cooking, entertaining, and 
decorating. And the streets 
and stores are more congested 
than ever. Wise people began 
their Christmas preparations 
long before now! 

If you belong to a church 
that observes the Christian 
Year, as mine does, you know 
that we are now in the period 
of Advent. This period in- 
cludes the four Sundays prior 
to Christmas, and is set aside 
as a time of spiritual prepa- 
ration for Christmas. I think 
it is a necessary period, for! 
see a time of great spiritual 
preparation before that first 
Christmas. 

Mary had to be prepared 
for her role in that Jirst 
Christmas. She was a young 
lady of Nazareth, likely still a 
teenager, who was engaged to 
a carpenter named Joseph. Sud- 
denly an angel appeared to her 
and told her she was to con- 
ceive and bear a son. He would 
be the long-awaited Messiah. 
Mary could not believe this, 
‘for she knew not a man’’-- 
had had no sexual contact. The 
angel explained this would be 
a divine working of the Holy 
"Spirit, and that the child would) 
be virgin-born. 

Many stumble at the idea 
of a virgin birth. They point 
out that the only record we have 
of it in the New Testament is 
the Gospel of Luke. But I 
believe it. I don’t believe Je- 
sus is the Son of God just BE- 
CAUSE of his virgin-birth. But 
I do believe the virgin-birth 
is the only satisfactory ex- 
planation for his dual nature, 
both human and divine. 

Joseph also had to under- 
go preparation. When he heard 
Mary was pregnant, he felt as 
any engaged young man today 
would. He began to make ar- 
rangements to break the en- 
gagement (which could only be 
done by a form of divorce). 
Then an .angel came and ex- 
plained what had happened. This 
left Joseph with two choices. 


He could discount it and get’ 


rid of Mary, or he could accept 
it by faith. He did accept 
the testimony of the angel. and 


became the foster father of our 
Lord. 

We also need a time of 
spiritual preparation for the co- 
ming of Jesus. Like Mary, 
we need to be pure in the sight 
of God. And we need to be 
filled with the Holy Spirit in 
order that Jesus might be born 
in our own hearts. Like Jo- 
seph, we need faith. Purity 
of life is essential for a Chris- 
tian, but purity alone is never 
enough. We are saved by faith 
in Jesus and remember that 
faith was far more difficult 
for Joseph than for us. 

But there was one other 
party to it all. Mary had pur- 
ity. Joseph had faith. But 
God had love. ‘‘God so loved 
the world that He gave His 
only Son...’’ The Christmas sto- 
ry is the greatest love story 
in the world and we must have 
love in our hearts to really 
experience Christmas. This is 
my prayer for you today.
